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Tributes paid to ‘devoted 
teacher’ killed in crash

COLLEAGUES at a Cambridge sixth- 
form centre have paid tribute to a 
“devoted” and “committed” teacher 
killed when his motorcycle was in col¬ 
lision with a 4x4. 

Lee Westrope, 42, died in the acci¬ 
dent on Sunday, on the A1017 Haverhill 
bypass. 

Mr Westrope, of Beaumont Vale, 
Haverhill, worked at Cambridge Centre 
for Sixth-Form Studies, where he had 
been teaching business since 2007. 

Stuart Nicholson, principal of CCSS, 
remembered an “utterly committed” 
teacher who the whole school would 
“miss enormously”. 

Mr Nicholson said: “Lee had a true 
devotion to teaching. He often talked 
about his own academic journey, reck¬ 
oning he hadn’t been a model pupil 
himself, but in adulthood he’d discov¬ 
ered the excitement of intellectual 
learning. 

“From undergraduate study, to 
Masters degree and on towards his 
PhD in environmental economics, he 
coupled teaching with his own learn¬ 
ing, and was utterly committed to his 
students. 

“We will miss him enormously and 
our thoughts and prayers are with all 
his family and friends.” 

Hailing him as a person who would 
“go out of his way to help people” Mr 
Nicholson added: “You couldn’t find a 
more determined, enthusiastic and 
committed teacher anywhere.

“He was a delightful man.” 

Students and friends have paid their 
own respects to Mr Westrope on social 
media. 

Writing on Twitter, Shamil Ganze 
said: “Such sad news, RIP to my busi¬ 
ness teacher Lee Westrope.” 

Tom Craig tweeted: “RIP Lee, you 
were the best teacher I’ve ever had and 
a great friend to us all. You will truly be 
missed.” 

Arina K said: “Rest in peace Lee, you 
will be missed.” 

Mr Westrope’s motorcycle was in a 
collision with a 4x4 towing a horsebox, 
which had two horses inside, on the 
A1017 just before 1.40pm on Sunday. 

Both horses and the passengers in 
the 4x4 escaped without injury.

Anger as MR steps 
in over council tax

COUNCILLORS are angry with West 
Suffolk MP Matthew Hancock for 
criticising a possible council tax rise. 

Haverhill Town Council is consider¬ 
ing the possibility of raising the coun¬ 
cil tax by just under 4 per cent to 
combat a loss of £129,000 in 
funding from St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council. 

Nothing will be officially 
decided until the New Year 
when the budget is set, but 
Mr Hancock and local con¬ 
servative councillors have 
already voiced plans to fight 
the increase “tooth and 
nail”. 

The MP said: “Labour’s 
plan to hit people in 
Haverhill with a hike in council tax is 
completely unacceptable which is 
why local Conservatives will fight it at 
every step. 

“The entire public sector has to live 


within its means when we are dealing 
with a deficit left to us by a Labour 
government. Haverhill Town Council 
cannot think it is exempt from this.” 

Town councillor Betty McLatchy 
said that councillors have a “responsi¬ 
bility to protect taxpayers from 
increased bills” and that the town’s 
Conservatives are against 
the increase. 

Councillors representing 
Haverhill for other parties 
have called the MP’s inter¬ 
vention “unwarranted” and 
“entirely inappropriate”. 

Cllr Roger Andre, 
town mayor, said: 

“The setting of the 
local precept is not 
a matter for an MP 
to influence and it 
is impossible to 
determine how an MP 
would have the necessary 
detail of local financing to 
offer any advice in this area.” 

The mayor, a Labour council¬ 


lor, said that the town council is in the 
financial situation due to the bor¬ 
ough’s decision to keep the funding 
destined for town and parish coun¬ 
cils. 

In previous years, the precept has 
been frozen due to “securing efficien¬ 
cies” but the town council needs to 
account for more than £32,000 of loss 
in 2014/15. 

Tony Brown, county councillor for 
Haverhill East and Kedington, said Mr 
Hancock “should be concentrating on 
doing his job saving the country 
money at Westminster” before get¬ 
ting involved with local politics. 
He said: “He should be fight¬ 
ing for us in Parliament not 
getting involved in town 
council politics just 
because there is a local by- 
election coming up. 

“UKIP will fight with the 
town council to protect as 
many of the Haverhill 
events as possible from these 
Tory cuts.”

A RESIDENT is campaigning 
for a streetlight to be 
switched back on after her 
house was burgled. 

lacqueline Stewart, who 
lives near Chalkstone Way, 
Haverhill, is leading the effort 
for a lamp to be switched back 
on in her street. 

Mrs Stewart and husband 
Stefan were burgled in 
September last year. 

Thieves stole car keys, the 
vehicle and other valuables 
between 3am and 5am, while 
the couple slept upstairs. 

Mrs Stewart has started fill¬ 
ing in a newly-created appli¬ 
cation form, devised by coun¬ 
ty councillor lulian Flood, 
calling for a light to be 
switched on. 

Mrs Stewart said: “The 
worst thing was that we were 
in the house - it’s taken away 
a lot of our confidence and 
security. 

“It would make so much dif¬ 
ference to even have one light 
switched on.” 

Speaking at Haverhill’s Safer 
Neighbourhood Team meet¬ 
ing, Inspector Peter Ferrie 
said that the number of bur¬ 
glaries taking place in the

town does not relate to the 
lights being switched off. 

A spate of offences which 
took place over the summer 
were mostly due to people 
being lax with home security, 
he said. 

Suffolk County Council 
confirmed that a streetlight 
request is assessed by council 
officers and a consultation 
between the relevant county 
councillor and local police 
team takes place. 

A streetlight can be switched 
back on if certain criteria is 
met, such as reducing a risk of 
crime, to light remote alley- 
ways and if it is near a pedes¬ 
trian crossing, footbridge or 
subway. 

Other criteria includes 
switching on at public car 
parks, bus stops, and where 
there is sheltered housing for 
the elderly. 

Mrs Stewart said that her 
street is pitch black when the 
lights get switched off after 
midnight, and that they have 
installed a night light in the 
passage to provide some light. 

The couple say they cannot 


even see the homes opposite 
from their window. 

“We have been used to hav¬ 
ing the lights on for so many 
years, and all of sudden we 
haven’t got it,” Mrs Stewart 
said. “I wouldn’t ask for them 
all to be put on, I just think 
one would make a differ¬ 
ence.” 

West Suffolk MP Matthew 
Hancock, who is backing Mrs 
Stewart’s application, said: “I 
was very concerned to hear 
that lacqueline was burgled. 

“Being burgled is a horrible 
experience and I understand 
why having the streetlight 
outside her house switched 
back on would be reassuring. 

“Suffolk County Council 
have always been responsive 
in the past where street lights 
need to be turned on and I 
hope the council will look 
carefully at this application 
too.”

were awarded from the Government’s 
Growing Places Fund via the New Anglia and 
the Greater Cambridgeshire and Greater 
Peterbrough LEPs were just the fillip that the 
Haverhill Research Park needed to get the 
scheme going and we have now completed 
the infrastructure for the site with utilities, 
estate roads and landscaping all in place. 

“In 2014 we will be starting the marketing of 
the park in earnest and are looking forward to 
speaking to potential occupiers. 

“We were delighted to be able to pay them 
back so quickly once we completed the sale of 
the residential land to Taylor Wimpey.”

Policing priorities chosen 


CONCERNS about town traffic have 
dominated policing priorities again. 

At the latest meeting of Haverhill’s 
Safer Neighbourhood Team (SNT) on 
Tuesday, the public voted in speed¬ 
ing, parking and cyclist safety as 
their choices for officers to focus on 
over the next quarter. 

Nine possibilities were chosen by 
those attending the meeting and, for 
the first time, more than a dozen 
viewers watching a live stream online 
- but Inspector Peter Ferrie, policing 
commander for Haverhill, said he 
was disappointed with some of the 
top choices. Speaking at the meeting,

he said: “I was hoping to have some 
achievable things that are going to 
make a difference to Haverhill. 

“We are looking at very wide things 
here - things are not specific or 
achievable. 

“I am looking for things that the 
team can work on and we can say 
we’ve done it, we’ve smashed it and 
let’s move on.” 

The top priority, as chosen by vot¬ 
ers, is illegal parking by residents and 
traders in Haverhill High Street. This 


got 26 votes. Speeding in Duddery 
Hill, Bergamot Road, Chivers Road 
and the bypass received 22 votes and 
clamping down on cyclists not using 
lights got 18 votes. 

Inspector Ferrie said that he 
thought working on speeding would 
be a “good thing”, but said issuing 
fixed penalty notices would not make 
a difference to parking offenders in 
the town. 

He said: “We could issue 601 or 1001 
tickets and it isn’t going to make the 
slightest bit of difference. 

“We hope that the experimental 
traffic order in Camps Road is going 


to reduce the amount of traffic that 
comes into the High Street.” 

Newly appointed SNT sergeant 
Gary Miller also updated the public 
on how the previous quarter’s priori¬ 
ties of anti-social behaviour, speed¬ 
ing on the High Street and parking on 
the pavement had been tackled. 

The next SNT meeting is on March 
10 at the Arts Centre.

Plans deferred 
for cottages 


THE decision on plans to 
build flats in place of historic 
cottages has been deferred. 

The clay lump cottages, on 
Haverhill High Street, are up 
for auction on December 17 in 
the hope that someone will 
step in and renovate them. 

Dating back to the 1820s, 
the houses faced destruction 
if an application from 
Havebury Housing for their 
demolition had been passed 
by St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council’s Development 
Control Committee in 
November. 

Since it was refused, 
Havebury Housing has had 
talks with residents on the 
future of the cottages which 
are well loved across town.

The housing provider decid¬ 
ed to enter them into a public 
auction, taking place in 
Ipswich on December 17 
through Auction House East 
Anglia in Ipswich. 

Despite this, a second appli¬ 
cation to build six flats on the 
cottage sites, including dem¬ 
olition, went before the com¬ 
mittee on December 5. 

They ruled to make their 
decision following the auc¬ 
tion and a visit to the cottages 
site. 

Tony Brown, county coun¬ 
cillor for Haverhill East and 
Kedington, has been fighting 
to save Haverhill’s oldest high 
street buildings. 


He said: “If the cottages are 
sold at auction there will be 
no need for a site visit, but if 
they are not sold the commit¬ 
tee will visit the site before 
going back to Bury St 
Edmunds to make a deci¬ 
sion.” 

Paul Edwards, Director of 
Resources at Havebury 
Housing, previously said 
their plans will be amended if 
the cottages are sold. 

It is thought that four flats 
will be built on the remainder 
of the site instead of the pro¬ 
posed six. 

If a buyer is not found, the 
cottages may still face demo¬ 
lition to make way for much 
needed affordable housing in 
Haverhill.

Another service for bus users 


COMMUNITIES without 
commercial bus services can 
take advantage of an alterna¬ 
tive transport system. 

Suffolk Links bus services, 
which serves Haverhill and 
Forest Heath, are available to 
those who find it difficult to 
access other forms of trans¬ 
port. 

Funded by Suffolk County 
Council, the service provides 
connections to bus and train 
links in rural areas. 

All vehicles are wheelchair 
accessible, passengers can be 
picked up at a convenient 


location to them and taken to 
their chosen destination, on a 
pre-booked basis. 

Suffolk Links is managed by 
Three Counties Transport in 
Haverhill and the Voluntary 
Network in Forest Health. 

Caroline Robinson, 
Voluntary Network Manager, 
said: “Across the area from 
Haverhill to Newmarket and 
over the county borders into 
Essex, Cambridgeshire and 
Norfolk many rural parishes 
are seeing a complete cut, or a 
major reduction, in commer¬ 
cial bus services. 


“The situation has left many 
people feeling lonely and iso¬ 
lated. The Links service 
allows people to link up with 
other bus and train services, 
as well as providing a way of 
getting to amenities such as 
shopping facilities, hospitals 
and leisure centres.” 

The Suffolk Links services 
in Haverhill and Forest Heath 
areas run from 7am and 7pm 
Monday to Saturday. 

Bookings can be made 
between 10am and 4pm 
Monday to Friday.

JOBS could be lost if the proposed 
closure of a snack factory goes 
ahead. 

Intersnack UK’s Haverhill site, 
based in Helions Bumpstead Road, 
could shut down as a result of an 
investment in a new factory site in 
Rotherham. 

The “state of the art nut process¬ 
ing and packing facility”, a joint 
proposal between Intersnack UK 
and KP snacks, is a £16 million 
investment.

“Although proposed restructur¬ 
ings such as these are always diffi¬ 
cult, we firmly believe this propos¬ 
al is the most cost-effective way for 


us to modernise and ‘future proof 
our nut processing capability. 

“Our business is already famous 
for nuts and our aim is to build 
effectively on our current position 
as the UK’s number one nut pro¬ 
ducer and support long term 
growth.” 

The proposals are subject to con¬ 
sultation with colleagues and no 
final decisions have yet been made.

T Sandeman-Charles has been on the transplant 
waiting list for a year, and she’s still waiting. 
Despite her own deteriorating health, T has 
achieved her dying wish - to secure 10,000 
signatures to the organ donor register. But she’s 
not stopping now. LISA MILLARD is inspired. 


I T’S been quite a week for 
T Sandeman-Charles. “It 
happened on Wednesday 
morning when my husband, 
Roy, brought me my iPad 
in bed. I check my Save5 
campaign site every morning 
to see if there have been 
any more people signing up 
overnight,” says T (short for 
Teresa). 

She couldn’t believe what 
she saw. T was just nine 
people short of her goal to get 
10,000 signatures to the organ 
donor register. “I suddenly felt 
so nervous. Could we really 
do this?” 

Another email confirming 
a registration popped up. 

And another. Then the 
all-important email that 
confirmed T had reached her 
target pinged in. 

“I was hit by such a 
rollercoaster of emotions, it 
surprised me. We’d actually 
done it. I felt elated and just 
burst into tears,” says T. 

I can only imagine the force 
of emotion T felt. I haven’t 
spoken to T for a few months 
but I’ve heard she’s not in 
great shape. You see, T, who is 
53, has two lung diseases that 
will kill her unless she gets a 
lung transplant. And fast. 

After a matter of minutes 
T’s upbeat and sing-song tone 
is reduced to raspy words as 
she struggles to speak and 
breathe. 

“I’m on oxygen 24 hours 
a day now and get around 
mostly in my wheelchair in 
the house. Living is hard. It’s 


truly amazing how much 
effort is required to do the 
most basic tasks,” she says, 
trailing off a little at the end. 

I first met T in April of this 
year, when the sun shone 
into the conservatory at 
her Arkesden home, near 
Saffron Walden, and she 
beamed and talked about her 
Save5 campaign, not quite 


effortlessly, but animatedly. 

In a matter of months T has 
become much more poorly. 

Despite her daily struggle 
to master the most simple of 
tasks - just brushing her teeth 
is exhausting - T has made 
her Save5 campaign, to secure 
10,000 signatures to the organ 
donor register, the focus of 
her life for the past four years.

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I want to get 10,000 people 
to register before I die,” she 
told me. 

And she has done it. 

Two of her sisters took 
over campaigning outside 
supermarkets when T’s 
health made it impossible 
for her to get out and about. 
Their efforts to reach the 
target before the end of this 
year have paid off. But T is 
not stopping now. 

“I was so happy to reach 
the target but then, to be 
honest, I felt so low. I went 
back to basics. Why did I start 
Save5? It was because three 
people die every day waiting 
for a transplant. That figure 
just breaks my heart,” she 
says, her voice faltering with 
emotion. 

T knows only too well she 
could be one of those three 
people. On December 20, 
she has an appointment at 
Papworth Hospital to check 
she is well enough to have a 
transplant should an organ 
become available. 

I ask if that appointment 
makes her feel apprehensive? 
Does she worry she might be 
told she is not well enough 
for a transplant? 

“There’s always that fear. 

It’s a reality, yes. You don’t 
know what’s round the corner 
or how quickly these diseases 
can take a nasty turn for the 
worst. Nobody knows.” 

T has organising fibrosing 
pneumonia, which causes the 
alveoli, little air sacs in the 
lungs, to thicken, preventing 
them inflating and allowing 
oxygen into the bloodstream. 
She also has idiopathic 
pleuroparenchymal 
fibroelastosis. 

The latter is rare - only 
eight people, including T, had 
the condition at the time of 
her diagnosis in 2009. The 
rarity of this disease adds 
a twist of uncertainty to T’s 
prognosis. When I ask her 
what time she may have left, 
if the transplant does not 
happen, she says she just 
doesn’t know. 

T wants her transplant. 

Her bag is always packed, she 
wants the phone to ring and 
for Papworth Hospital to tell 
her it’s time. “I want to live,” 
she says. 

She is realistic about her 
chances. “I have one chance. 

I may not get it. But at least I 
have a chance. We just hope 
that one day a call comes 
through.” 

T also understands the 
odds stacked against it 
happening. 

“Do you know what the 
saddest thing is? 97 per cent 
of the population say they 
would take a transplant to 
save their lives but only 31 
per cent are signed up to be 
a donor. I need to keep going 
with Save5 until I’ve made a 


difference to that figure.” 

T talks about the 
importance of letting 
relatives know if you want 
to be an organ donor as it 
relieves them of making a 
decision at a traumatic time. 

“I’ve spoken to many 
bereaved parents and they 
say it is the one thing they 
hold on to. Their loved one 
saved one life, possibly more 
lives. In all that sadness there 
is pride and comfort in what 
their loved one did for others. 
You are one special person to 
agree to it, one special family. 
It’s the kindest thing you will 
ever do in your life.” 

T celebrated reaching her 
goal with a cup of tea and by 
dipping into the cake tin. But 
she knows her achievement 
is not enough. 

“Nobody should die 
waiting for a transplant,” says 
T. “We need to reach that 97 
per cent. It’s not just for me. 
It’s for everyone on the list 
now and all the people who 
will be on it in the future. And 
believe me, you never think it 


will be you. 

“I can’t stop now. How can 
I? I can never stop. It’s so 
important to me to get more 
people to register.” 

It’s such a generous wish. 

While T and her beloved 
husband Roy, family and 
friends wish, hope and pray 
for the call to come, telling 
T that the life-saving organs 
she needs have become 
available, T knows the 
chances are slim. And while 
she waits the diseases eat 
away at her lungs and every 
passing month could be her 
last. 

Next year looks uncertain 
forT. 

“It was so important to me 
to end 2013 having reached 
my goal. I want to start 2014 
fresh because I know it will 
have major challenges.” 

When I met T earlier this 
year I signed up to Save5 on 
the spot. This is the season of 
goodwill, isn’t it? If you would 
like to give someone a special 
gift this Christmas, then 
please sign up too. Now.

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Broadband 
boost on 
the agenda 


MUSIC could be downloaded in 
seconds when broadband speeds 
aross Suffolk get a boost. 

The Better Broadband for Suffolk 
programme is only four months 
into its two and a half year imple¬ 
mentation - but there are already 
plans to raise the target. 

By the end of 2015, the current 
target is to have 85 per cent of 
homes with superfast broadband 
speeds. This is being increased to 
90 per cent or more. 

Suffolk County Council has also 
committed to making sure every 
property has access to speeds of 
2Mbps. 

Mark Bee, leader of 
Suffolk County Council 
met with Ed Vaisey, 
communications min¬ 
ister, to push for the 
government’s support 
in the plan. 

He said: “The Better 
Broadband pro¬ 
gramme is already 
achieving great results 
but that is no reason for us 
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to stop striving for even greater 
outcomes for Suffolk. 

“We had a very positive meeting 
with Ed Vaisey and I’m excited 
about the potential to extend the 
programme even further. 

“Suffolk’s pledge of a universal 
minimum of 2Mbps is right for our 
county because there are so many 
rural areas that would otherwise 
have ended up with nothing. 

“This is about extending our 
superfast commitment so that 
Suffolk really is at the forefront of 
broadband access.” 

The project aims to make 
high-speed fibre broad¬ 
band more widely avail¬ 
able throughout the 
county, especially in 
rural areas, through a 
partnership between 
Suffolk County Council, 
BT and the Government. 
It is expected that the 
programme will bring 
1,500 jobs to the county.

A HOSPICE centre is being 
kitted out with state of the 
art equipment thanks to a 
community grant.

THE HOBBIT: THE 
DESOLATION OF SMAUG

ALMOST 10 years ago to 
the day, Peter Jackson was 
preparing to unveil The Lord 
Of The Rings: The Return 
Of The King, the concluding 
chapter of his ambitious 
Tolkien trilogy, to UK 
audiences. 

The third film subsequently 
won all 11 Academy Awards 
for which it was nominated 
and became the first fantasy 
film and only the second sequel 
to claim the top prize of Best 
Picture. 

This new trilogy, adapted 
from Tolkien's The Hobbit, has 
not fared quite so well. 

The filmmaker's decision 
to shoot the prequels in high 
definition 3D at the higher 
rate of 48 frames per second 
compared to the usual 24 
frames has divided audiences 
and critics, allowing us to see 
the stitching on costumes and 
the intricacy of the prosthetics 
in startlingly minute detail. 

The second instalment, The 
Desolation Of Smaug, picks up 
where An Unexpected Journey 
concluded. 

Plucky hobbit Bilbo Baggins 



(Martin Freeman), wise 
wizard Gandalf The Grey 
(Sir Ian McKellen) and the 
company of dwarves led by 
Thorin Oakenshield (Richard 
Armitage) continue their 
perilous quest to reclaim their 
lost gold from the dragon 
Smaug (voiced by Benedict 
Cumberbatch) in his lair. 

The adventurers encounter 
a shape-shifter called Beorn 
(Mikael Persbrandt) and a nest 
of giant spiders, guaranteed 
to make skin crawl and have 
arachnophobes quivering in 
their seats. 

Gandalf discovers the identity 
of the necromancer, who has 
been wreaking havoc in Dol 
Guldur, and when ores storm 
Mirkwood, the elves led by 
King Thranduil (Lee Pace) 


and his son Legolas (Orlando 
Bloom) marshal their forces to 
repel the invaders. 

Meanwhile, Bilbo and the 
dwarves - Bifur (William 
Kircher), Bofur (James Nesbitt), 
Bombur (Stephen Hunter), 

Balin (Ken Stott), Dwalin 
(Graham McTavish), Fili (Dean 
O'Gorman), Kili (Aidan Turner), 
Dori (Mark Hadlow), Nori (Jed 
Brophy), Ori (Adam Brown), 
Gloin (Peter Hambleton), Oin 
(John Callen) and Thror (Jeffrey 
Thomas) - endure some rough 
and tumble as they escape 
certain death by travelling 
down river rapids in barrels.

the GUIDE gardening 


All the fun 




PICTURE the familiar Christmas scene: you arrive 
home from the garden centre, a tall, bushy tree 
proudly under your arm. You're anxious to get 
it up and show it off in all it's festive glory - but 
once it's actually inside, once you've pruned and 
snipped it into it's allocated space, the magic 
seems to have faded. 

There's no need, though, 
for your tree to be over¬ 
hacked, lopsided and backed 
into a corner, if you just do a 
little groundwork before you 
buy. 

For instance, measure your 
floor-to-ceiling space, taking 
into account the height of any 
stand below and the fairy or 
the star which will add extra 
height to the top. 

Then look at the width 
you have to play with. Will 
relatives be constantly brushing past the tree 
to reach a door or a sofa? If so, you'll need to 
take that space into account and be prepared for 
some secateur work. 

Of the estimated eight million real Christmas 
trees bought every year in the UK, according to 
the British Christmas Tree Growers Association, 
the most popular is the non-drop Nordmann 


firs... 

fir (Abies nordmanniana), originally from south 
Russia. However, these are quite bushy trees and 
if you only have a narrow space, it might pay to 
shop for a smaller type, like the Fraser fir (Abies 
fraseri), popular in the eastern United States. 

If space is really tight, you may opt for a small 
cypress which you can plant 
in a pot, then place on a side 
table or stand and decorate 
accordingly. Once Christmas is 
over, provided you have kept 
it well watered and away from 
radiators, you should be able to 
plant it out in the garden when 
weather and soil conditions 
permit. 

Andrea Blackie, garden 
designer and horticultural- 
ist at plantify.co.uk, home to 
Britain's biggest online plant 
selection, says: "If you don't 
have the space for a full-size Christmas tree, you 
can get creative with other plants to make your 
home look festive this Christmas.'' 

She recommends small evergreen shrubs that 
will fit into a small space and can be decorated to 
look fabulous during the festive season. 

Common box (Buxus sempervirens), a shrub 
with small, glossy green aromatic leaves, can 


be clipped into cones or even bought in a cone 
shape then decorated with small baubles and 
other festive adornments. 

Another alternative is a standard, such as a 
bay or a berried holly, into which you can secure 
baubles and ribbons to give them a festive look 
without taking up too much space. They can be 
planted out once the festive season is over to 
give year-round enjoyment. 

Whatever you choose, remember that ever¬ 
greens prefer the great outdoors, so don't put 
them anywhere near a radiator and keep them 
well watered in a cool room. If you can, leave it 
till the last minute to bring them inside. 

If you are buying a traditional Christmas tree, 
saw off the bottom 5cm of trunk to open up 
its pores before you bring the tree inside and 
place it in a bucket of water until you are ready 
to house it. When you bring it in, make sure 


you can keep it topped up with water, as a tree 
will drink half a litre a day. Most Christmas tree 
stands have a space for water, or you could sim¬ 
ply wedge it into a bucket. 

There's a few extra tips to remember when 
buying your tree too. Make sure the tree is fresh 
- look at the colour; when it dries out it loses 
some of its green hue. Stroke the needles too, 
and they should feel moist to the touch. Always 
put the tree on the ground to assess the size and 
shape before you buy. If it starts shedding some 
of its needles when it moves, it's not the fresh¬ 
est. It's also wise to shop around - or leave your 
tree buying to the last minute - if you want a 
bargain, because prices vary hugely on location. 

Once you've ticked all these boxes, and your 
tree is neatly in its place, get the decorations 
down from the loft, get the baubles on the 
branches, and enjoy . . .

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Drink-drive ads 
make jobs link 


THE “snowball effect” of get¬ 
ting a drink-drive conviction 
has been highlighted in the 
Government’s latest THINK! 
campaign. 

Millions of people could 
lose their jobs if they were 
unable to drive to, or at, work 
through being caught drink¬ 
ing and driving, the cam¬ 
paign, launched last week, 
shows. 

People who drive as part of 
their job are particularly vul¬ 
nerable but someone with a 
conviction could also be 
denied access to millions 
more jobs which are eligible 
for criminal records checks. 

These jobs include profes¬ 
sional driving jobs, teachers, 


care workers and jobs in 
banks and finance. 

Any employer can ask to see 
unspent criminal convictions 
and research shows that 
three-quarters of employers 
admit to taking a criminal 
conviction into account dur¬ 
ing the recruitment process. 

Launching the “snowball 
effect” drink-drive campaign 
Transport Minister Robert 
Goodwill said: “For many 
people Christmas is about 
spending time with friends 
and family and celebrating, 
but if drivers have a tipple 
they should not get behind 
the wheel. 

“Just one drink can put you 
over the limit and the conse¬ 


quences are devastating. Not 
only will you be cuffed and 
put in a cell, but if you’re con¬ 
victed you will lose your 
licence and, as this research 
shows, you could even lose 
your job.” 

AA president Edmund King 
said: “Drink-drive convic¬ 
tions have dramatic and trau¬ 
matic snowball effects. One 
third of people will lose their 
jobs and experience years of 
hiked insurance premiums. 

“A snowball might melt away 
quickly while the effects of a 
driving ban last way beyond 
any winter thaw. If you are 
going to drive - don’t drink. If 
you are going to drink - don’t 
drive.” 



VOLKSWAGEN has confirmed 
UK pricing for the all-electric 
e-Up city car, with deliveries 
expected by the end of 
January. 

After accounting for the 
£5,000 government grant 
towards plug-in electric 
vehicles, the e-Up will cost 
from £19,250, which is more 
than double the price tag of a 
mid-range petrol-powered 
Up. 

The car, which is capable of 


81mph thanks to an 81 bhp 
electric motor, can 
theoretically achieve more 
than 90 miles on a single 
charge, although owners are 
more likely to get around 70 
with careful use. 

Its performance exceeds 
that of the petrol Up, though, 
with a 0-62mph time of 12.4 
seconds and, crucially, a 
0-30mph time of around four 
seconds. 

A DC fast-charging circuit 


will be supplied as standard, 
enabling the e-Up to charge 
from flat to 80% in 30 
minutes, but a conventional 
three-pin wall charger will 
also be offered as an option. 

The e-Up’s extra equipment 
includes a heated 
windscreen, DAB digital radio 
with six-speaker Sound Pack, 
City Emergency Braking 
system, rear parking sensors 
and an electronic climate 
control system.

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Fuel duty 
hike plan 
scrapped 


HARD-PRESSED 
motorists have 

received an early 
Christmas present 
with news that next 
year’s planned 2p a 
litre fuel tax rise will 
definitely be scrapped, 
writes Peter Woodman 
of PA News. 

Chancellor George 
Osborne confirmed the 
abandonment in his 
Autumn Statement last 
week. 

Mr Osborne had first 
announced at this 
autumn’s Conservative 
Party conference that 
the 2014 rise would be 
cancelled - but only if 
this was financially 
possible. 

RAC Foundation 
director Professor 
Stephen Glaister said: 
“Confirmation of Mr 


Osborne’s conference 
promise will be wel¬ 
comed by 36 million 
UK drivers, not least 
the record number of 
workers who now com¬ 
mute by car, some 17 
million in total. 

“But 60 per cent of the 
pump price is still taxa¬ 
tion and about 7 per 
cent of all the 
Chancellor’s income 
comes from motorists. 
Whichever way you 
look at it drivers are 
doing more than their 
fair share to prop up 
Government spend¬ 
ing.” 

AA public affairs head 
Paul Watters said: 
“Cancelling fuel duty 
next year tells drivers 
that the Government is 
trying to help offset 
some of the impact of 


highly volatile pump 
prices over the past two 
years. 

“At the pump, a 2p-a- 
litre increase would 
have been equivalent 
to a £1 a tank increase 
for small cars and £1.40 
for (a Ford) Mondeo 
family.” 

He went on: “Pump 
prices that have shot 
up 8p to lOp a litre on 
occasions during 2012 
and 2013 have sapped 
drivers’ ability to get 
by 

“Up to 76 per cent of 
AA members have had 
to cut back on car use, 
other spending in the 
family budget or both. 
Let’s now hope that the 
players in the oil and 
fuel markets don’t can¬ 
cel out the Chancellor’s 
generosity.”

Ofuso hat-trick helps 
Rovers to Clacton win 


ANDREW Ofuso scored a treble as Haverhill 
Rovers beat nine-man Clacton 4-0 at home in the 
Thurlow Nunn League, Premier Division. 

The hosts went ahead on four minutes with 
Marcus Hunt’s back header from Jack Wilkinson’s 
long throw tipped on to the bar and Dan Cornwell 
netting the rebound. 

Wilkinson got up after being brought down in 
the penalty area, but had his spot kick in the 26th 
minute saved by goalkeeper Joe Fowler. 

After he was booked while the kick was waiting 
to be taken, Fowler handled a low shot of Ofosu on 
the half-hour mark outside the box and was sent 
off for hi second caution. 

In added time, Ofosu then beat the offside trap 
before faking a shot that made 
substitute keeper Jordan Giddings commit 
himself and allow the striker to find the bottom 
left corner. 

Jake Plane received his second booking for 
Clacton on 52 minutes for a rash challenge on Rory 
Thompson, who has arrived on loan from Ipswich 
Town, reducing them to nine men. 

Ofosu netted from the penalty spot four minutes 
later for a foul that only the referee seemed to see. 

Clacton boss Ray Turner was sent from the away 
dugout in the 82nd minute before Ofosu’s low ball 
across goal was deflected home to finish a bad day 
for the visitors. 

Manager Dean Greygoose was delighted with the 
manner in which Rovers approached the match. 

He said: “We started the game really well in 
difficult conditions and got the early goal. 

“But Andrew Ofuso deserved his goals for the 
work rate he put into the game. He was excellent 
on Saturday. 

“We just had all of the ball and a lot of chances 
and they’ve probably had one shot in target all 
game. 

“Even with 11 men they never caused us any 
problems and we were probably wasteful with our 
chances. 

“Their keeper made six point-blank saves and we 
should have scored a lot more. 

“We had a good crowd again and we had six teen¬ 
agers playing, so it’s all looking very positive at the 
moment.” 

Rovers will be back in action at home to 
Felixstowe & Walton on Saturday. 

Meanwhile, Ben Cowling was left fuming with 
the officials after Haverhill Borough were 
eliminated from the Suffolk Senior Cup after a 1-0 
extra time defeat to Whitton United in the quarter¬ 
finals. 

The winning goal came three minutes from 
time. 

But Borough’s players and staff were 
adamant the ball had not crossed the goal line 
after a scramble in the box from a corner. 

It mirrors the recent league meeting between the

We’ve been 
robbed and it has cost us a place in the semi¬ 
finals.” 

Attention now switches back to the Thurlow 
Nunn League, First Division,. 

“We played well and I’ve been really pleased with 
how we’ve been playing in the past two months,” 
added Cowling. 

Borough, who are ninth in the table with 29 
points, return to league action with a trip to March 
on Saturday.
